JOHNSTON Court.—We returned 
form the old and time-honored city 
of Smithfield, the capitol of Johnston 
county, yesterday, but have not 
space in this issue to tell of all we 
saw and heard on the court green 
during our stay. The principal topic 
of conversation and the mostexciting 
theme discussed, was the question of 
moving the Court House to the rail- 
road, which, in accordance with a 
late act of the Genera! Assembly, is 
to be submitted to the voiceof the 

ple. The feeling is very strong 
oth for and against the movement. 
We heard it discussed pro and con, 
and our opinion is that if a majority 
of the voters say the Court House 
shall go to the railroad, in all proba- 
bility the removal will take place; if, 
however, the ple arein favor of 
letting it stay at Smithfield, it will 
not be moved. 

On Tuesday, there was any quanti- 
ty of public speaking. We_ saw as 
many as three speakers addressing 
the same crowd xt the same time, 
but the same said crowd seemed to 
take no interest in either of the 
three, therefore we have no report to 
make of the speaking. . 

The entire omer. of the Cour 
was disposed of in five days. Judge 
Watts adjourning the Court yesters 
day. 

Tire only capital case tried was that 
of Chas. Walton for Killing one 
Richardson, in August last, in this 
city, removed from Wake, at the in- 
stance of the Solicitor for the State. 

It will be remembered that Charles, 
who is a colored man, was attacked 
by an infurated mob of pegroes, led 
by the deceased, soon after the Au- 
gust election, for voting the Conser- 
vative ticket, and that in self-defense 
Charles slayed the foremost man. 
He was arrested and committed to 
jail, not being allowed the privilege 
of bail, and indicted by a Wake 
county grand jury for murder. The 
first witness introduced by the State 
was Mr. Barber, of this city. IFlLis 
testimony was all thatthe counsel 
for the prisoner, (Gen, Cox, Maj. A. 
M. Lewis and I. H. Busbee, Iésq.,) 
eould ask for, and even refused to ex- 
amine their own withesses. One 
John Sturdevant, a negro with a bad 
countenance and a black heart, testi- 
fied to the extent of about six hun- 
dred words, in which he told as 
many as six hundredties. The Soli- 
citor, Mr. Harris, opened the argu- 
ment for the State, and considering 
the fact that he did not have a single 
pointin his favor made a very good 
speech. Mr. Busbee’s reply Was an 
ableand very effective effort. The 
jury were only out about five mins 
utes when they returned a verdict of 
“not guilty.” 

We will continue this article to- 
morrow.

Civil Rights Law Pronounced Une | 


constitutional, 


MEMPuUIs, March 22.—In response 
to questions by the Jury, Judge Em- 
mons, of the United States Court, 
to-day delivered an elaborate and ex- 
haustive charge to the Grand Jury 
in reference to Civil Rights. He 
said: “You ask whether it is acrime 
for which you have the right to find 
an indictment that a negro has been 
denied a full and equal enjoyment of 
accommodations, advantages, facili- 
ties and privileges of theatres and 
inns of the State. Such a denial is 
not an offence over which Congress 
can give this Court jurisdiction. 
These are matters wnich the State 
government alone controls. But par- 
ties who think themselves aggrieved 
can bring their civil action in this 
Court atonce. Any decision we may 
then make can be reviewed by the 
Supreme Court.’’

The recognition of Don Alfonzo as 
King of Spain by General Cabrero is 
ahard blow at the fortunes, both 
military and political, of Don Carlos. 
The latter could beiter have afforded 
to lose a baitle, and an im»ortant 
one, than theinfluence and services 
of General Cabrero. Since youth 
this soldier has been in the front 
ranks of the Carlist movement, until 
within a fewdays, when he gave in | 
his adhesion to Don Alfonso. In 
1838 he was raised to the rank of 
Lieutenant General for eminent ser- 
vice, and in 1846 imprisoned for zeal 
in behalf of his reyal master. In 1846 
he wasin active service, and also 

articipated in the campaigin led by 

Indeed, 
General Cabrera has always been 
looked upon as the very head and 
front of the Carlist cause in Spain, 
and hence bis open defection is view 
ed as of the greatest consequence to 
the authorities at Madrid.

Pardoned and Released from the 
Penitentiary. 


Our astonishment was great, yes- 
terday morning, to meet Joseph D. 
Miliot, the young man who, in Feb- 
ruary, 1874, killed Charles 'T. Neal 
in the oftiee of the St. Charles Hotel, 
in Statesville. After remaining In 
jailat that place for more than six 
months, his ease came to trial at 
Wilkesboro last November, and he 
was convicted of murderin the see- 
ond degree and sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment in the Peniten- 
tiary. Ife had served about four 
jionthsof this term, when he was 
pardoned on Tuesday by Gov. Brog- 
den, He passed up the Statesvilie 
rood yesterday afternoon, on his way 
to Hlickory, where his parents are 
pow living.
